Devonshire Street, Boston, who is the 
manager for Page & Shaw. Of the 
original shipment 20,000 pounds has 
been withdrawn from the warehouse.

"Page & Shaw applied in October to 
the Food Administrator in Washington 
for blanks upon which to make state- 
menta to the Governraiut and tor 
license. In reply they were informed 
that confectioners were not covered by 
the law and that a statement and 
license wer^j not riecessary. 

"We have some sugar in storage at 
the Boston Storage Warehouse Com- 
pany, which is a part of what we re- 
celvod from the South. M^hat we have 
on hand is less than a month's supply. 
None of it, came from Boston refiners! 
"During the fall we found our local 
supply of sugar reduced and were 
obliged to operate our Cambridge 
factory ou short time. To shut down 
the factory meant throwing out a 
larpg nttniber p^ men and glj»I|.

Two of the largest checks passing 
through the Slate Treasurer's office 
this year came and went today, when 
the city of Boston paid its bill to tiie 
Common vveaith and the Common- 
wealth returned the compliment. 

The city's contribution arrived 
early in the day, it being a check on 
the .National Shawmut Bank for $7,- 
.17.'!, 458. 01, and immediate., y upon its 
receipt Treasurer Burrill filled out 
another check on the same institution 
for $5,947,.519.21, that being the sum 
owed the city for various things, in- 
cluding the corporation franchise and 
th(; income tax collections. 

Included in the State's demand on 
the eity were the state tax, the na- 
tional bank tax the Charles River 
loan fund, metropolitan park loan, 
with interest, maintenance and serial 
bond payments added; metropolitan 
water and sewer assessments, and 
numerous minor item.«i.

The most pressing problem that I would tare 1b the high j 
cost of living and the gambflng In necessitves, and these ■ 
questions would engage my Immediate aitentljri. I wouW , 
seek for power to protect tho masses against the extor- 
Uons of food pirates ami urge :ho Imme.llate establish- 
ment of great terminal markets and proceed to kcII food j 
direct to tho people, thnreby abolishing the costly chain < 
of wholesalers, middlemen, spe.'ulators and gamblers who 
fatten on :jubllc distress. This would bring t!;c masses 
of consu J^rs into direct connectlun. with producero »nd 
yrovldo necessities at coat prices. 

I would also urge the eblt;blishment of public stores 
for the direct sale of fuel, ice, broad, milk and oihe,- neces- 
sities at cost and eliminate tho several proflts that are 
now taken by private dealers. My purpose would be to 
humanize the po>yer3 of tho city government and make 
them servo as agencies through which the people would 
provide tor their common Interests and welfare. 

Many thousands nf m-jn, women and cliildrcn will suffer 
this V.'lnter because of tho admlnl3lirativ« anarchy that 
controls American cities and which permits tiiousanda oi 
middlemen and gamblers to exact tolls on fcoJstulTs wliHo 
in transit to the masses. It Is as >enscless as the action 
of ft eovernmp.nt that wnnid provide postage stamps to 
Jobbers in large quantities, these supply wliolcsaiera, ihoBo 
retailers and the latter finally passiing tlicm on to con- 
sumers, each dealer In this transaction tal in,- out a 
handsome profit and raising tho price in each trauster oil 

the stamps. 

I boliovo that human life and its conscrviition tv.-n 
scends in iraportacc tho profits of any class and that social 
control of necessities will eliminate middlemen and rr.i. 
the general standard of living. The city should go iiur 
business for its people rather than allow the essentials v\ 
Ufo to he p-.ihiprt to r!-.an.-r.^ cramblo and nrolireirint^ 

Steps shiwld also bo taken to secure the ownenhlp by 
the city of Its public utilities such as gas, water; electric, 
power afld other social services now In private hand.s 
and subject to^rivate exploitation. This Is a big proolora. 
as the tendency has been to strip American cities of iho 
power' to bossess anything but debts, The pnblic servir.- 
corporations have iound refuge in the State legLsklturo^>, 
the latter goneraliy restrlct-^.g the cities In the matter oi 
public ownership. Home iule should bo secured, so laa^ 
the great revenues from fJieiie public services may '"^ 
diverted from private hands Into the public t reasury. Tbc 
old cry of "private Initiative" that Is raised against thl ■ 
proposal is KiiTipiy the material Interests of the profltws 
oxalted into a political dogma. „, 

Tho incomos from these corporations, onc» the city 
own'* iho latter. hadnK a social origin should be social y 
■uiDToprlated ar-d devoted to social purposes. They would 
iialp materioliy In extending the services to tho working 
Claris sections of the city which are generally poorl> 
rorved i-nd often not at all.

This revival of an ancient custom 
recalls many cjuaint historical facti, 
besides the fiction that the streets or 
Boston were originally laid out along 
the cowpaths to tiie Common.

•on that lie "could not live under the 
Lords Brethren," he sold his grant of 
about fifty acres to th,> WInthrop plo- 
iiisrs In iS31, ti^J TUffV** farther on 
into tho wilderness. ^ 

Biaxton sold the fifty »ore« for 
thirty pounds, which Bun» was Bub- 
scribed by the citizens of Boston in 
amounts of .six shillings or more 
j apiece, and tlin grtiuna thereupon be- 
: came "tho Common," whlcli was net 
1 aside for a "trayning field anri for the 
j feeding of cattell." 

I Rev. Mr. Biaxton was evidently a 
'cattle fiinclor, for he imniediately In- 
vested tho purchase price of his land 
in a "stock of cows — to his full satis- 
faction." Tlie early town records 
havo nincb to do with the use of tho 
Comnicn as a pasture. In l«4ti It is 
ordered "tliiit tliere shall oe kept on 
tlie Common bye the Inhabit"."' t of 
the Towne but 70 r.illch klue; — that 
there shall be no dry Cattell, yonge 
'Cattell or horse shall be free to goe 
1 on the Common Oils year." j

Fin. Com. Report on Bonding Declares 

Mayor Obtained Monopoly for 

Friend, but Mo Lower Rates 



The finance commission last evening Issued the first par*, of its report 
on its Inquiry Into the city's bonding business, an investigation which 
began in December, 1S15. The commission says iiia-t thcr'o wH' be other 
parts of the report, because the hearings have 'disclosed many collateral 
matters, which, while not connected with the bonding business, gave indica- 
tion of transactions which were against the Interests of tlie city." 

Also, according to the statement of the commissioners, the investiga- 
tion has taken longer than was planned, "because Unpedimeuts have been 
thrown in the path by city officlalB who were unwilling that facts necessary 
for a complete investigation should be disclosed." i 

furthermore, the commission asserts that the iDvestigalion "broadened 
«o as to include the connection of the mayor with the Daiy Plumbing Supply 
Company, and with the activities of Francis !>. Baly, the cloee political 
friend of the mayor, and the formation cf a landholdlng company known 
as the Oakmount Laud Company." Part 1 of the report reads, in full:

Companies Not Called On 

••In no case was either the National 
Surety Comi-nny or any other company 
called upon to pa^ <he bonds that they 
gave to the city collector on account 
of delinquent taxpayers when a house- 
holder found himself unable to tc.ft. 1-is 
obligation. The result of this schome 
was an injustice to the delinquent Ui- 
payer and without any compensato.-y 
advantage to the city. 

"The Finance f;ommlfi.''lon believes 
from all the evidence that the policy 
of requiring delinquent taxpayers to 
file bonds with the city collector was a 
part cf the general scheme to swe'l 
the Income of the Peter J. Fitzgerald 
aKency, and not to protect or to relieve 
the poo" dellnqu.mL taxpayers from the 
clutches of tlie tax title sharks. 

"The effect ot thi.s sch-!:ne was to 
double the burdtn of tho poor house- 
holder, as he was required not only to 
pay the original tax and all Its costs, 
but also the added burden of the cost 
of the tax bond.'

The practice ot requiring delin- 
quent taxpayers to file bonds with 
the City Collector is chr.racterlzed as 
"part of" a general scheme to swell 
the Income of the Peter J. Fitz- 
gerald agency, and not to protect 
the poor delinquents from the 
clutches of the tax-title sharks, " in 
the third report of the Finance Com- 
mission on the bonding Investiga- 
tion. 

In concluding the report, which 
wajs presented to the Mayor and the 
City Council yesterday, the com- 
mission recommends that the policy 
be discontinued. 

John J. Curley, City Collector and 
brother of the Mayor, and other city 
officials are scored in the report, 
which declares It to be the belief of 
the commission that the refusal of 
Curley and others to turn over to the 
commission evidence requested "was 
made to prevent the commission from 
learning the reason for the large 
number of tax bonds going to :he 
Fitzgerald agency, and from expcs- 
Ing the wrong practiced upon the 
poorer taxpayers of Hoston for the 
benefl; c£ Peter J. Fitzgerald of Som- 
ervillle.'' 

DOi'DLE nrimcN of poor. 

"The eflfect of tuts i?chen:e," says 
the report, In sumlng up the results 
of the nolicy, "was to douiife the bur- 
den oai^he poor householder, as he 
was rcquli'ed not only to pay the 
original tax and all its costs, but also j 
the added burden of the cost of tho 1 
tax bond." , I 

Discussing the nature of the bond- ! 
Ing policy, which was adopted soon 
after the Mayor's brother became city 
collector, the report .says: 

"The new policy, which It was 
claimed wovild protect poor house- 
holders as announcf^d by the Mayor, 
roqv.'lr;-!d the persona whose taxeS 
were nverdnp and wrhose pron,,^rtv 
was to be sold to file with 
the city collector a bond , 

from a surety company, guaranteeing 
to the city the payment of the tax; j 
the condition "f the obligation being 
that "If the unpaid- taxes are paid in 
full to saUTJohn J. CurUy, City Col- 
lector of the City of Boston, or his- 
successor, on or before such and such 
a date, then Rtls obllgatlor, shall be 
void, othi-rwlse it shall be and re- 
ma'i In full force and virtue.' "

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BOSTON TAX BOND 
PLAN IS CRITICIZED 



Finance Commission Says That 
the Scheme for DeUnquents 
Was No Protection Either to 
the City or the Taxpayers 



In its third report on tli« Investiga- 
tion into the boucMng buslneos done by 
the City of Boston the Finance C-mu- 
mission reviews "the scheme to compel 
delinquent taxpayers of the city to give 
tho collector of the City of Boston a 
tax bond, which was no protection 
either to the city or to the delinquent 
taxpaye.rs, and caused a useless ex- 
pense to such taxpayers." The com- 
mission declare^' that it believes this 
plan was merely devised "'.o swell the 
income of the Peter J. Fitzgerald 
bonding agency" iind not to protect 
delinquent taxpayers from tax title 
bayers. 

The report of the commission re- 
counts that faxes are due on Oct. 30 of 
each year. If not paid within one year 
from date, the city tax collector pre- 
pares a list of delinquents for advertis- 
ing the sale of property on which tax 
has not been paid This sale, callei'. 
the first sale, usually takes place in 
May, and there is usually a second 
sale in October oT property not aniii 
„l llic 111 sL. lire city has a lien on 
the property for two years from the 
date of the tax bill, during which time 
it may sell the properly for the (axes. 
Former collectors Bowdoin S. Par- 
ker and Garrett W, ScoUard testified 
at the bonding hearing that they had 
never required nor taken lax bonds. 
"Soon after John J. Curley was 
appointed city collector by tin; 
( Mayor," says tho report of the com- 
! mission • made public today, "the new 
! policy, which, it was claimed would 
' protect poo,-- householders, v/as intro- 
duced. This policy required the per- 
?r»n whose taxes were overdue and 
■ whose property was to be sold tQ 
flle with the city collector a bond 
from a surety company, gua'-anteeing 
the city the payment of the * ix on th« 
condition that if the per.-.on under 
bond did not pay the tax dno by a 
certain date, the surety company was 
obi 'gated to pay the taxefs. 

"The Mayor testified that he dis- 
cussed the matter with the city col- 
lector; tbfit he diseusscu niLli him itie 
expense the poor were put to by the 
purchase of tax titles; that he consid- 
ered the question of adopting sonic 
other means of protecting the people 
who v.'ere unable, to pay the taxes 
when due, and that he approved the 
act of the city collector in taking such 
bonds. 

"The total number of such hond.'< 
taken by the, city collector in Vil:^ 
was 82, representing taxes amounting 
to $42,060.96; of this number 71, or 
oc II -.-- -rent "cnt Ui liio National 
iurctv Comnany. of which Prtcr J. 



The commiBBton says that it was 
never able to got a list of persons so, 
bonded, neither from the city collector, 
tho Fitzgerald agency nor the National 
Surety Company. Arthur Harrington, 
an attorney for a delinquent taxpayer, 
testified that he had been 'old by tho 
collector to give a bond for unpaid 
taxes and that the National Surety 
Comiiiiuy had turnisheu the bond. He 
said that the bond read that the surety 
\ company would pay the taxes if his 
client did not do so, and tho property 
would not be sold. He said the prop- 
erty was sold for taxes and he received 
no notice. 

"Although each of these taxpayers 
who gave a bond was required to pay 
at least from $5 to $10, and in some 
cases probably larger amoiini.-.." ■■on- 
linuos the report, "to secure such 
bonds, and although the city collector 
had power to enforce thcsr l)ond« 
against the surety company, he did not 
take action against the bonding com- 
panies, but sold out these poor delin 
quents in every case where Ihey 
failed to moot their taxes before the 
second sale. Tlio following qu"S- 
tion and answer disclose how tho syi-.- 
tem naturally worked. The city col- 
lector (John J. Curley), was asked: 

" 'Now then, the story is this— that 
people who are poor and ur.able to 
pay their taxes, without having sny 
uiouey and without knowing how 
much the rate would be that the 
surety company might charge them, 
you look a bond, and if they did not 
pay their taxes before the time ex- 
pired you didn't seek to recover 
vour taxes from the bonding company, 
"but. wf.'nt and sold the property. That 
1 is right?' 
1 iiiat IS right.' Mr. Curley

"In no case was either the \a- 
I tional Surety Company or any other 
company called upon to pay the bonds 
that they gave to the city collector on 
account of delinquent taxpayers when 
a householder found iiimself unable to 
I meet hir. obligation. The jo.sult of this 
I scheme was an injustice to the delin- 
quent taxjjayer and without any com- 
pensatory .Huvaniage to the city. 
! "The ."ffoc': of this sclieine was to 
I double the bi;rden of tho poor housii- 
I holder, as he v.'as required not only lo 
' pay the original tax and all its costs, 
but also the added burden of the cost 
i of the bond."

Gallivan Says There

"It would be a pliysical impossibility 
to take up specifically all tbe errors of 
the Curlcy administration," Congress- 
man James A. Gallivan, candidate for 
Mayor, told his audience at numerous 
rallies last night.

Substantial increases in teachers' 
salaries, reduction in the size of 
classes and college credit for the nor- 
mal course for kindergarten teachers 
aib three things wliich Joseph Lee, 
Public School A-ssociation candidate 
for the Boston School Committee, de- 
clared himself to stand for at a meet- 
ing held last eveni'sg bj- the Ward 
Seven Good Government Association 
in Hallet Hall, Huntington Avenue. 

Mr. Lee is at present chairman of 
the School Committee and has been a 
member of it for the last uine years. 
His statement of policy followed an 
address on the work of the school.? 
and was given in response to ques- 
tions from the floor 

Mr. Lee said that the salary unes- 
tion was now undergoing a thorough 
revision, the School Committee and 
the teachers working amicably to- 
gether to see that justice is done toi 
all. At this time when the purchasing: 
value ot the dollar has greatly dimin- 
i.'ihod, he believed there should be big 
increases in salaries, especially for the 
teachers receiving low salaries. 

"The story of the schools this year," 
Mr. Lee saiii, "is the story of a team. 
There has been a fuller mutual trust 
between the board and its officers and 
employees, fuller cooperation between 
the different branches of the service, 
and I believe a bettor spirit through- 
out the system. 

"The most important thinK a teacher 
gives is the und'T.srandiiis, and enthu- 
siasm she puts into her work: ttie 
most important lesson is that which 
is read betwcon the lines. To raise 
the spirit of the teaching force is the 
best service a school committee 
can render. This result has been ac- 
complished by trusting the subordl- 
nntrs fr m the superintendent down, 
respecting their professionai siauding, 
and showing a sympathetic api)recia- 
tion ot their ideals; and the School 
Committee has '^rie(^, so far as its in- 
fluence could reach to sive to every 
teacher and oflioer a full and fair 
opportunity to do his or her best work 

"We are continuing the concentra- 
tion of the pupUa' time upon essen- 
tials and cutting out the nonosscn- 
ti?J.-i from the course ot study. Chil- 
dren may not be taught so much as 
they were about the number of square 
rods in a rood or the cubic inches in 
a gallon (who can got excited about 
the number of cubic inches in a gal- 
lon anyway?), but they are becoming 
fa,r more convinced p.'id unanlmuos 
upon the point that seven times eight 
i Is 56. Their spelling also shows less 
originality than formerly, but we hope 
soii7ethii!g of that quality ha.s been 
Iransferrs'l to their English composi- 
tion. Boston I'v i.uc ouy iz z^""' 9n 
per cent ahodd of the average city in 
spelling the vords in common uae.

ARMY ADVOCATED 









At Kosciusko Exercises in Boston 
Ignace Paderewski Urges 
Poles in United States to Or- 
ganize for Service in France 



The establishment of Poland as an 
independent State, and the raising of 
a Polish army iii uie United tjta^cs co 
fight in France, were two propositions 
which aroused great enthusiasm yes- 
terday at the big celebration in Tre- 
moni Temple.. Boston, in honor of the 
memory of Gen. Thaddcus Kosciusko. 
Ignace Paderewski, the principal 
speaker, referring to the ancient na- 
tional antipathy ot Poles tor Russii 
and to the criticism leveled at him tor 
I his support of the movement to send 
I an army to France, said the Polf;i- 
'■ must needs favor Russia, because she 
is on the side ot the Allies. Not only 
i P.ussia, he said, but Austria and Ger- 
I many have treated Poland harshly, all 
I having sought to crush her longing tor 
i treedom. "Wo have the supixirt and 
good will ot this great liberty-loving 
nation and ot its greatest leader, our 
dearly iieloved President, Woodrow 
Wilson," he said, and called for three 
cheers tor the President. The entire 
audience rose and cheered, some of 
those in the speaker's stand crowded 
forward to shake his hand, and a little 
girl, Jeanette Chmielinski, presintei' 
him with a bouquet ot roses. '

The vote for the Conscription Law was intelligent and patri- 
otic.

■Idering only the immediate physical losses involved by waging a 
slacking, dilatory, inefficient, listless, haphazard, haU-time, half- 
strength, long-drawn-out war, which would be the consequ«ice of 
waging war by volunteers, it is clear that any man of common 
sense would vote for conscriptioii. 

The AMERICAN ventures the prediction that a war waged by 
volunteers would last twice as long, involve twice as much loss of 
blood and treasure and end in defeat, not victory. 

That issUe, at least, if raised against Congressmen Tague and 
Galhvan ought to be an asset and not a liability.
